OD HAS NO HIGHER ORDINATION for woman 

than that of wifehood, and no higher coronation 

than that of motherhood. Regardless of what else 
a woman may achieve, she has not experienced God’s best 
for her until she has filled these two offices; still, it is 
true that there are other noble callings of God and high 
peaks of attainment in some cases chosen for and by the 
individual. God Himself has given supreme credence to 
the high state of proper motherhood and has freighted it 
with influence and authority and has used it more than 
any other human agency in the propagation of His king- 
dom on earth. 

Because motherhood is so universal, yet so local, few 
people have given it its proper place among the powers of 
the world. A mother’s influence upon her children is sec- 
ond to none, and the deft work of her hands and heart is 
boxed in the lives of her children as long as they live. 
Naturally, such tremendous influence thrusts upon every 
mother an equally tremendous responsibility. The mere 
biological process of motherhood has never made a wom- 
an a true mother, for there must be a mental and spiri- 
tual process of motherhood also. The fact that there have 
been those who became mothers biologically, but never be- 
came mothers spiritually and morally is one of the causes 
of the sad plight of the world today; yet on the other 
hand, because so many women became mothers in its tru- 
est and noblest sense is the reason so many of their sons 
and daughters are exerting every effort today to stem the 
tide of evil and to promote the kingdom of God. All honor 
under heaven is bestowed upon true mothers: Holy Scrip- 
ture lauds her, her children rise up and call her blessed, 
and only the fairest fruits of the earth are fit tribute to 
her, and one day out of every 365 belongs to her alone— 
no mortal personality has ever gained greater recogni- 
tion. 

When God sought to express His own tenderness and 
compassion toward His people, He could find:no more de- 
scriptive term than that of likening His comfort to the 
comfort of mothers (Isaiah 66:13). Again when Jesus’ 

eart near burst with compassion for Jerusalem, He said, 
“ . . how often would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, as a hen doth gather her brood under her wings, 
and ye would not!” It begins to be seen from these quota- 
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tions that God has placed on earth a bit of heaven’s pure 
love and that that love is encased in the hearts of moth- 
ers. A good wife and mother is the nearest thing to God 
personified on earth today. 


When God needed a man to deliver His oppressed peo- 
ple from Egyptian bondage, it was through Jochebed’s in- 
genuity and devotion to her son that He was able to spare 
the life of Moses and train him for his ordained task (Ezr- 
odus 2:3, 8). It was a mother’s love which compelled Riz- 
pah to watch over her dead, when they were forsaken by 
all others, that no wild beast would molest their bodies 
(2 Samuel 21:10). It was a mother’s love which drove 
Mary to watch over her dead son, the Christ of God (John 
19:25). The selfish request of the mother of James and 
John is to be blamed, but still it was her mother’s love 
which prompted it. Mothers’ love is the greatest love, the 
nearest thing to heaven’s love that can be found in our 
world today, or any day past, or to come. 

It has been aptly said that “the hand that rocks the 
cradle rules the world,” which means only that the moth- 
er’s part in the formation of her child will remain with 
him throughout his life and that what he becomes, be it 
good or bad, can in part be traced back to the woman who 
bore and trained him. 


Timothy, the young friend of Paul, was commended 
and renowned for his faith, but it was from his mother 
that his faith was drawn by him (2 Timothy 1:5). One of 
the most beautiful passages in all the Bible is a record of 
the words the mother of King Lemuel taught him (Pro- 
verbs 31). After King Lemuel finished his record of the 
words and wisdom his mother taught him, he began a 
eulogy of what is considered the ideal wife and mother. 
Perhaps nowhere in literature is there another such ac- 
count of so fine a woman as Lemuel describes. Many 
scholars have thought that he has merely pictured what 
he feels is the ideal and ultimate in womanhood, while 
others have felt that he has given us a glimpse of the 
character of some actual woman whom he knew, presum- 
ably his own mother. If this is true, then there has never 
been another such tribute paid a mother by her son. In 
one household it was the practice of the father to read 
this chapter and comment, “Children, that is your moth- 
er.” I wonder how many can read this chapter today and 
find there her portrait, or only semblance of her own per- 
sonality and motherhood. 

It was Susanna Wesley who trained her brood of nine- 
teen children and set on fire with the love of God the lives 
of John, Charles, and Samuel. This great mother taught 
her nineteen children their letters and the way of life, 
and today her great work is seen all over the world in the 
fruits of the labors of her sons. When Cornelia a woman 
of ancient Rome, was widowed by the death of Sempro- 
nius Gracchus, she refused the proposal of matrimony by 
the King of Egypt and devoted herself entirely to the edu- 
cation of her two sons, Tiberius and Gaius. These two 
boys became among the first defenders of the rights of 
the common man and did more than any others of the 
ancient world to break the back of plutocratic domination 
of the world. It is said that when anyone pitied her she 
would answer, “No one should call unhappy the woman 
who has given birth to the Gracchi.” 

These are but attestations to the tremendous influences 
of a mother. A mother? Yes. Not merely one who has 
given birth to a child, but one who has accepted and 
reared him and given him a part of herself. Let her chil- 
dren arise and call her blessed. 
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Mother’s Day. It will reveal to the world something 

of the characteristic idealism of the American peo- 
ple. Joyfully, with one accord, we shall leave our ma- 
chines, our offices, our market places, our farms, our law 
courts, to go home again, in reality or in dream, to our 
mothers. In Mother’s presence each of us will rediscover 
our better self; once again we shall be boys and girls, see- 
ing life through the pure eyes of childhood. It seems that 
not so long ago we were only babes in her arms. As her 
gentle song lulled us to sleep, she thought of the years 
unborn and of the place in life she would have us take. 
That vision guided and sustained her throughout the 
days of our childhood. 

After all we say about home and the love of home, the 
chief attraction of that sacred spot is the mother. The 
principal element in the happiness and joy of the home 
is Mother’s love. There may be but little fire in the grate, 
no carpet on the floor, no pictures on the wall, no cur- 
tains to the windows, few of the comforts of life, and the 
table with no luxuries; but in the wintry world a good 
mother’s tender love and pious care, her sacrificial de- 
votion and watchful interest, kindle the grate, carpet the 
floor, beautify the walls, shade the windows, attune the 
air, and nourish the mind and heart. How often has been 
sung “What Is Home Without a Good Mother?” 

There are not enough descriptive terms in the language 
to define the word “mother.” It is the next word to divine. 
There are some bad mothers, but they are unnatural. It 
is an honor to be a good mother. Even Jesus Christ had a 
mother; thus the highest compliment ever paid to mor- 
tals was when Divinity condescended to incarnation 
through the virgin Mary. 

In the worst and darkest moments of life, however far 
away from home, even amid the thunders of battle or 
pining in the hospital, or wandering in forbidden paths, 
a good mother’s love and prayers follow her children. 

It is interesting to note that among all the sweetest and 
most tender relationships of life, none can take the place 
of a mother. In infancy and childhood, up to the finish- 
ing touches of young manhood and womanhood, the 
mother is absolutely indispensable to our heart culture 
and life development. Even to maturity and old age the 
mother is essential to every recollection and to the calling 
up of all the past that blended our lives with hers, and 
wrought within us our best elements of character; but 
our first years and the beginnings of life cannot, without 
great danger, be separated from the mother’s bosom, 
smile, tender love, care, heart, and life.

IT Is REMARKABLE when we note the trib- 
ute of great men to their mothers, and observe the influ- 
ence of mothers in shaping the lives and destinies of 
great men. Washington ascribed all the glory of his life 
to his mother. The piety and wisdom of their mother 
made the Wesleys. A great man said: “I would have been 
an atheist if it had not been for one recollection, and that 
was when my departed mother used to take my little 
hand in hers, and cause me, on my knees, to say ‘Our Fa- 
ther who art in heaven.’ ” God be thanked that there have 
not been many mothers like the mothers of Nero, Byron, 
Benedict Arnold, and others whose heredity and early 
training made them the hideous monsters of vice and 
crime which history shows them to have been. There is 
nothing out of hell so bad as a bad mother. 

A good mother will have faith in her boy or girl. Be- 
cause of his mother’s faith in him, many a boy has turned 
back from a path of crookedness and dishonor. Because 
of her mother’s faith in her, many a girl has hesitated 
and taken the step in the right direction. 

I am reminded of a poem I once read, which went 
something like this: 


“They said he would never amount to much, 
But his mother said he would; 

That he never could set the river on fire, 
But his mother said he could. 

They said of beauty he had no trace, 

But his mother vowed he had; 

When they talked of future men of state, 
She lovingly looked at her lad. 


“And it happened, as months and years went by, 
This lad who was awkward and shy, 
Who never could set the river on fire, 
Reached the goal of her heart’s desire; 
And he gave thanks, with eyes that were dim, 
Because of his mother’s faith in him.” 


THE MOTHER is the guardian angel who 
gives us birth through suffering and develops us through 
sacrifice; who watches with ceaseless vigil over our cradle 
and feeds us with the milk of life; who leads us by the 
hand and teaches us to think and feel, to walk and talk; 
who, in the tenderest and most sympathetic relation 
known to earth, gives the start, the impulse, and the in 
spiration to our life. The life of the mother and that of

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Text: 2 Tim. 2:3, ‘Thou therefore endure hardness, as 
a good soldier of Jesus Christ.” 

Prayer: O God, we come before you in the name of your 
Son Jesus. Lord, we ask that as we write these words that 
the mighty power of the Holy Ghost will use us to be a 
blessing to some soul. O God, especially bless the Chris- 
tians who are going through some trial of sickness, disap- 
pointment, discouragement, financial strain, or any other 
temptation that is common to man. Encourage them to 
say as Paul said, “Therefore I endure all things for the 
elect’s sakes, that they may also obtain the salvation 
which is in Christ Jesus with eternal glory. Amen.” 


AUL’S REASON for enduring hardness was not on- 

ly that he might obtain salvation, but that the 

elect, the brethren, could also obtain the salvation 
which is in Christ Jesus with eternal glory. They were al- 
ready, heirs to salvation through faith in Jesus Christ. 
Paul was teaching them that to receive the promise of 
salvation they must endure hardness as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ. 

The book of 2 Timothy contains the last words of the 
great apostle which inspiration has preserved. He wrote 
this touching letter to his “dearly beloved son” shortly 
before his martyrdom. Without a doubt, Paul was pouring 
out his heart to Timothy. 2 Timothy 1:8, “Be not thou

AS JESUS went on farther to explain the 
plan of salvation, the Jews were offended because He 
said, “I am the bread of life.” The gospel was getting a 
little hard for them, and they began to murmur among 
themselves. Jesus didn’t want weaklings for disciples 
then, nor does He want weaklings for disciples now. “Be 
strong in the Lord and in the power of his might.” 


The Lord continued His sermon in John 6:53. “Then Je- 
sus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except 
ye eat the flesh of the Son of man and drink his blood, 
ye have no life in you.” The Jews had gladly received the 
loaves and fishes that Jesus gave, but they would not eat 
His flesh nor drink His blood. They were looking at the 
natural and not the spiritual viewpoint. If they had been 
in earnest with God, I believe they could have understood 
what He meant. But many of His disciples, when they 
heard these things, said, “This is a hard saying. Who can 
hear it?” Matthew 6:66, “From this time many of his dis- 
ciples went back, and walked no more with him.” They 
refused to follow Him because the way seemed too hard. 
People today are refusing Christ because the way seems 
too hard. It is true that Christians do have to press their 
way and strive to enter in, but in regard to this being the 
hard way, Proverbs 13:15b reads, “But the way of trans- 
gressors is hard.” Sinners do have sorrows and heart-

therefore ashamed of the testimony of our Lord, nor of 
me his prisoner: but be thou partaker of the AFFLIC- 
TIONS of the gospel.” Notice the last part of the verse, 
“but be thou partaker of the afflictions of the gospel.” 

The road that Jesus trod was not an easy road, and 
neither can we expect an easy road. Jesus taught His dis- 
ciples the hardness of the gospel. Just after He had fed 
the five thousand, the Jews, when they had seen the mir- 
acles that Jesus did, said, “This is of a truth that prophet 
that should come into the world.”

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OTHER. How sacred this word is to our hearts! 

No other word in all our language contains such 

power of tender suggestion. It is a magic word 
and one that is cherished by all classes of people. An old 
Jewish saying is that God could not be everywhere, so He 
made mothers. When Eve was brought unto Adam he 
gave her the most glorious name. He did not call her wife, 
but simply Mother—mother of all living creatures. The 
mother in a home is the one who manifests tender love, 
who exercises pious care and gives sacrificial devotion. It 
is she who shows unspeakable kindness, who has unsur- 
passable patience, as well as the most forgiving heart. As 
a veritable queen, Mother is enthroned in the heart of 
man. 

The story is told of an angel who went in quest of all 
earth’s wondrous store to find the three most lovely 
things in existence. As he passed on the way, he spied a 
rose with a radiant hue. He put this in his basket. Then 
he glimpsed a baby’s smile, and he said, “I have found two 
things worth while.” Then he found a mother who stilled 
a fretful child. He said, “What’s sweeter than a mother’s 
love?” So he took her heart, and this completed the three 
most lovely things he found. He went back to present the 
things to the King. He took the rose gently from his bas- 
ket—and behold it had wilted! It was no more good. He 
reached for the baby’s smile, and it had vanished! All he 
had left was the mother’s heart still throbbing warm 
through all the years. He said, “After all, there is nothing 
else that can survive earth’s toils and tears like the love 
of a mother’s heart.” 


IN THE OLD TESTAMENT, in the book of 
First Samuel, the story of a Christian mother named 
Hannah is recorded. Hannah was the wife of Elkanah, 
and the family lived at Ramah. Elkanah was a Levite, and 
he went up to the Temple yearly to worship and sacrifice 
unto the Lord of hosts. This was a devout family, and it 
was commendable that they were constant in their devo- 
tions, for at that period in history there was a general de- 
cay and neglect of religion in the nation. Some among 
them worshiped other gods, but Elkanah kept his integri- 
ty and took his wives and children with him to worship 
God. When the time came to offer sacrifices, Elkanah 
gave portions to Peninnah and to her sons and daughters, 
but to Hannah he gave a worthy portion for he loved her 
greatly. Hannah had no children at this time and be- 
cause of her barrenness she was very sorrowful, so much 
so that she wept sorely. Elkanah tried to comfort her by 
saying, “Hannah, why weepest thou? and why eatest 
thou not? and why is thine heart grieved? Am not I better 
to thee than ten sons?” But Hannah refused to be com- 
forted. 
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‘Favour is deceitful and beauty is vain, but a woman that fear- 
eth the Lord, she shall be praised.”—Proverbs 31:30. 


After they had eaten, Hannah rose up, and while Eli, 
the priest, sat upon a seat by the post of the Temple, she 
prayed unto God. Hannah wept sorely and was in pitter- 
ness of soul as she talked to God. She vowed to God that 
if He would look upon her barrenness and give her a man 
child, she, in turn, would give the child back to the Lord 
all the days of his life. Eli noticed Hannah’s lips moving 
but heard no words, so he reproved her for being drunk. 
Hannah answered, “No, my Lord, I am a woman of a sor- 
rowful spirit. I have drunk neither wine nor strong drink, 
but have poured out my soul before the Lord.” Eli said, 
“Go in peace, and the God of Israel grant thee thy peti- 
tion that thou hast asked of him.” After this Hannah was 
comforted and went her way. 

In process of time Hannah conceived and bore a son. 
She called his name Samuel, saying, “Because I have 
asked him of the Lord.” Then Hannah stayed at home 
when Elkanah went up to offer his yearly sacrifice, until 
she had weaned Samuel. When Samuel was weaned she 
stood true to her vow and carried him to the Temple to 
give him back to God. So Samuel worshiped the Lord 
there. Hannah explained to Eli who she was and how God 
had answered her prayer. In the giving back of Samuel 
she was forming a powerful link of connection between 
herself and the Lord that must have enriched her whole 
life with blessing. 

Hannah was a mother of prayer. After she had present- 
ed Samuel to God, we hear her break forth in a prayer of 
thanksgiving that is highly poetic. Her heart was over- 
flowing with thankfulness and gratitude to God for His 
mercy to her. If every mother in our land would be as 
prayerful as Hannah, there would be a better heritage left 
to the children. Hannah became the mother of a great 
prophet by praying to God. Then she didn’t fail to recog- 
nize God after she had received from Him, but she exalted 
the name of God for His blessings. God is to have the hon- 
or of all our exultations, and in Him must we triumph. 
He is a God of knowledge, and He sees clearly and per- 
fectly into the character of every person.

A mother should not only be prayerful, but she should 
have faith in God. Paul tells us in 1 Timothy 1:5 that he 
could recall to memory the unfeigned faith of Timothy’s 
mother, Eunice. The example of Eunice and her mother 
Lois is an inspiration to all. While Timothy’s faith was his 
own personal faith, yet his mother caused that faith to 
grow by teaching him the Word of God. By her Christian 
devotion she was able to guide Timothy by teaching him 
the truth and helping him cultivate faith in God.

How much 
more should men draw near to God in true faith, for the 
outlook is brighter than material things and their expec- 
tations more justifiable. Faith in Christ overcomes the 
corrupt influence of the world. 

“So then faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God,” Romans 10:17. D. L. Moody once said, “I 
suppose that if all the times I have prayed for faith were 
put together it would amount to months. I used to say, 
‘What we want.is faith; if we only have faith we can turn 
Chicago upside down.’ I thought that some day faith 
would come down and strike me like lightning. But faith 
did not seem to come. One day I read in the Bible where 
faith comes by hearing and hearing by the word of God. I 
had closed my Bible and prayed for faith. I now opened 
my Bible, began to study it and faith has been growing 
ever since.” We do not receive faith by feeling, but as 
we study God’s Word our faith will increase more and 
more. 

A mother should be a student of the Bible. The home is 
where the first and lasting impressions of God and salva- 
tion are made upon the child’s mind. The child’s faith is 
cultivated and grows by the hearing of the Word of God 
from his parents first. The home is the world’s greatest 
university. During Old Testament days, the Jews in par- 
ticular, felt the need of training their children in the 
Scriptures. The parents placed portions of the Scriptures 
on the doorposts, gateposts, and various parts of the 
building. So, the Word of God was before them constantly. 
The Bible is our map to guide us on our journey through 
this world. The Bible is a Sword to use against the enemy 
of our souls in the spiritual battle of life. To neglect to 
read the Bible is to deliberately lay down the Sword. Sa- 
tan will suggest all sorts of reasons why you should not 
trouble yourselves to study God’s Word, yet you may rest 
assured that time spent in this manner is very profitable. 
The very fact of reading and meditating on the Word has 
a cleansing effect upon your mind.

It was necessary to 
explain to the students and the audi- 
ence what this service is and what the 
purpose of it is. : 

On Tuesday before graduation, we 
had a banquet for the seniors and 
faculty. As you know, the Indians eat 
with their fingers, and their food is 
served on banana leaves. We planned 
a dinner that they could eat with their 
fingers, if they could not manage 
their knife and fork. So everyone got 
along fine and really seemed to enjoy 
our food; at least, all the plates were 
empty after the meal. The wonderful 
part about the Indians, although they 
are shy in some ways, yet in this in- 
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stance there was no embarrassment 
on the part of anyone. They especial- 
ly + go nngy 2 the fact that we in- 
vited them to eat at our table, and 
seemed to think that was a wonderful 


thing. 

On Thursday afternoon we had the 
graduation service. Brother soe 
gave the commencement address. e 
student with the highest honors was 
the valedictorian. There is no word in 
the Malayalam language that express- 
es either valedictorian or salutatorian, 
so — we had to explain what these 
words meant. The students were hap- 

y to receive their diplomas, and the 
ollowing morning at least two went 
to town to have them framed. 

Now these graduating students are 
being placed in churches where there 
is no pastor, or where it seems wise 
to make some changes. We covet your 
prayers for them in their new and 
great undertaking for the Lord.—Miss 
Dora P. Myers. 


REPORT OF THE ANNUAL CONVEN- 
TION OF THE CHURCH OF GOD 
(FULL GOSPEL) IN INDIA

The annual convention of the 
Church of God (Full Gospel) in India 
was held under a large pandal erected 
on the Bethel Maidan (pronounced 
Mi’ don), at Kumbanadu in Travan- 
core, South India. Rev. William Pos- 
pisil, missionary, and Pastor T. M. 
Varughese, field secretary, were in 
charge of program arrangements. The 
committees had all worked faithfully, 
and all was in readiness for the great- 
est convention in many ways that was 
ever conducted by the Church of God 
in India. The special speakers for this 
gathering were Rev. Howard Carter, 
of England, world traveller and Bible 
teacher, and Donald A. Crook, mis- 
sionary of Pallachi, in the Tamil field. 
Other speakers were Pastor A. J. John, 
Bible teacher of our Bible School; 
M. Benjamin, pastor of the Church of 
God in Madurai; U. Thomas, pastor 
of the Edamon Church. Pastor T. M. 
Varughese and Rev. William Pospisil 
also d their part on the program 
and helped in every way to make the 
convention a success. 

The messages were enjoyed by all, 
and the attendance kept climbing as 
the convention proceeded. Our peak 
attendance was on Friday and Satur- 
day nights, with an estimated crowd 
of between 4 and 5 thousand people. 
It is difficult to estimate the number 
of those who were definitely convert- 
ed, but there were people calling on 
God for mercy all over the pandal 
when the altar call was made. There 
were 32 baptized in water on Sunday, 
the last day of the convention. 

Reports showed that eleven new 
churches came into our fellowshi 
during the year, the names of whic 
are aricom, Mepral, Aravankady, 
Coonoor, Nilambur, Madurai, Poovan- 
code, Manimuri, Ellapara, Nallanikun- 
nu, and Kunchithanny. During our 
convention the follo g came into 
our fellowship: Valakom, Nellikaman- 
nu, Thakala, and Chemparuthivilei. 
Since the convention, Villupuram, in 
the Tamil field, has come into our fel- 
lowship. This is a total of 16 in one 
year’s time. Some of these have good 
buildings, the best being at Madurai. 

Cost of all expenses connected with 
the convention ran us 2,286 rupees. 
Total received for all offerings to off- 
set this, plus receipts from our Mis- 
sions Board in America, was 2,068 ru- 
pees. We came out 218 rupees short of 
making our expenses. Our mission of- 
fering was smaller than hoped for, 
with only 109 rupees. There were 
176-8-0 rupees received for subscrip- 
tions to our magazine, the “Gospel 
Echoes.” Our circulation is climbing, 
with nearly 900 paid subscribers re- 
ceiving this Malayalam magazine 
monthly now. The churches brought 
437 rupees to help meet the conven- 
tion sapenes, while 224 rupees were 
raised offerings for the speakers 
and for the convention expense dur- 
ing the convention. Thus our people 
in India raised 770 rupees to meet our 
convention expense and for the mis- 
sion offering. Nearly 50 Malayalam 
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Bibles were sold. 

The following were elected to serve 
on the board of directors: Wm. Pos- 
pisil Y noe T. M. Varughese, vice 
presi ent; M. Benjamin, A. J. John, 
and M. M. John, members. Eliezer 
John was selected to serve as youth 
director. The meeting was blessed of 
God, and all seemed to be united in 
promoting the work of God. The new 
policy as adopted by the ministers 
was accepted by the general body, as 
well as the officers that were elected. 
All returned to their respective fields 
of labor with a great determination 
to do more for God this year than 
ever before, in promoting the work 
and His Church.

With 
this great opportunity it would be ad- 
visable to build a temporal building, as 
the present one is always crowded and 
no space to seat the people. This tem- 
poral building would cost about $300;

plishments for a woman in those days and in her com- 
munity. Three years after her marriage to Thomas Lin- 
coln, her second child, Abraham, was born. The joy of 
watching her son develop eased the poverty that sur- 
rounded her. That there was a complete, perfect under- 
standing between her and Abraham is evidenced by the 
statement she once made, “Abe’s mind and mine, what 
little I have, seem to run together.” Her death at the age 
of thirty-four, after a short illness, was the first tragedy 
in Abraham Lincoln’s life. Her influence seemed to grow 
greater as he grew older, and he gave her all honor from 
the fulness of his great heart when he uttered the words 
that will never die, “All that I am or hope to be I owe to 
my angel mother.” 

It was a memorable day in the life of William Booth 
when he decided to give up a business career and enter 
the ministry. It was made doubly so when on that same 
day he chanced to meet Catherine Memford, a frail, gift- 
ed, intellectual young woman who had a great love and 
compassion for every living thing. Between William Booth 
and Catherine Memford there existed a great abiding 
love which deepened through the years of their long mar- 
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riage. Eight sons and daughters grew up to love and honor 
the frail mother who trained and cared for them so lov- 
ingly, yet found time to assist her husband in the great 
work of founding the Salvation Army in the slums of East 
End in London. So strongly did she impress her love for 
all living creatures upon her children that several of them 
followed in her footsteps, and today in every land the 
name Salvation Army is a synonym for service. Catherine 
Memford Booth will ever be honored as a great woman 
and a great mother. It can truly be said of her and her 
family that they were a blessing to humanity. It is no 
wonder she was called the mother of the Salvation Army. 

Nancy Ball Washington knew the hardships that every 
pioneering woman in America knew. She had great need 
for these virtues when she reached the age of sixty-eight, 
for it was at this time the American Revolution began, 
and her son, George, was called to its leadership. During 
the next seven years she did not see George, yet her prin- 
ciple strengthened all who were near her. Her great cour- 
age and strength came from her daily habit of seeking 
some quiet spot for solitary prayer and communion with 
her heavenly Father. She lived to be over eighty and 
passed away the year her son became the first President 
of the United States. Nancy Ball Washington was truly a 
good and great mother. 

In the year 1689, a young English woman named Susan- 
nah Annesley, was united in marriage with Samuel Wes- 
ley, a clergyman of the Church of England. She bore nine- 
teen children, thirteen of whom survived childhood, In 
spite of the poverty of the parsonage, she determined that 
her children should not lack an education. Therefore, she 
established a household system and rigidly enforced it. 
She laid out a course of study for her children and super- 
vised their work. She was so firm, yet so gentle; so sympa- 
thetic, yet so confident that she caused even her husband 
to marvel. She was rewarded for her untiring efforts by 
seeing some of her children become scholars of distinc- 
tion. Seldom does so great a man as John Wesley or his 
brother Charles cross the stage of life. John Wesley is uni- 
versally known as the founder of the Methodist Move- 
ment. Charles Wesley is the writer of some of the world’s 
best known and loved hymns. John often said, “My moth- 
er was the source from which I derived the guiding prin- 
ciples of my life.” 

Children are an heritage from God. Every child that is 
put in a mother’s arms is a trust from Him. It has been 
said, “A house is a roof to keep out the rain, four walls to 
keep out the wind, floors to keep out the cold, but home 
is more than that. It is the laugh of a baby, the song of a 
mother, the strength of a father, the warmth of loving 
hearts, the light from happy eyes. In the home is found 
kindness, companionship, loyalty, comfort. God bless such 
a home!” A house may be destroyed but no power on 
earth can destroy a home where love abides. Some time 
ago a beautiful house was completely destroyed by fire. 
The father of the home gathered the loved ones in his 
arms, and, as they looked at the smoking ruins, he said, 
“Our house is destroyed, but, thank God, our home is not 
destroyed.” 

We are living in a time when Christian mothers and 
Christian homes are scarce. Evil is rampant in the land. 
The devil knows that by tearing down homes he is strik- 
ing at the very foundation of the nation. My prayer to 
God is to give us more mothers whose lives are dedicated 
to God. Mother, yours is a holy calling, so be sure to seek 
God’s grace to be the example you should be. Pray and 
live godly so as to influence others to a living faith in God.

square, where everything spells the 
name of Stalin, is the em ment of 
the people’s boundless love for the 
great architect of communism,” the 


broadcast said. 


The number of Protestant foreign 
missionaries from United States and 
Canadian mission boards has reached 
an all-time high of 15,000, accordin 
to a survey made by the Nationa 
Council of Churches. They are dis- 
tributed as follows: 14 per cent in In- 
dia, Pakistan and Ceylon; 7 per cent 
in Southeast Asia; 25 per cent in Afri- 
ca south of the Sahara; 25 per cent 
in Latin America; 21 per cent in East 
Asia; 5 per cent in Near East and 
North Africa; and 3 per cent in Pa- 
cific Islands and Australia. 

In the United States 23,736,000 per- 
sons twenty-five or over have com- 
pleted grade school; 17,751,000 have 
completed high school; and 5,226,000 
have completed four or more years of 
college.

Ten 
new languages were added last year. 
The whole Bible has now been pub- 
lished in 197 languages. 


PRESIDENT DEFENDS CHURCHES 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Presi- 
dent Eisenhower told a press confer- 
ence in Washington, D. C., that the 
Church, with its belief in and teach- 
ing about —— God, was the last 
institution that would be preachin 
or tolerating Communism. He could, 
therefore, see no possible good to be 
ea pirat by questioning the ley- 
alty of American churches (as sug- 
gested by some investigators). The 
president said that if there is any 
question of Communist ideology in 
the churches, then the Government 
had better go beyond investigating in 
its effort to combat the Communist 
disease. 

A 12,000-seat portable “tin can” tab- 
ernacle is being built for the Billy 
Graham campaign in Detroit next 
fall. The all-aluminum tabernacle 
will be fabricated by R. G. LeTour- 
neau and will be used in three Eng- 
land campaigns after the Detroit 
meeting. 

Accidents kill more children and 
young people each year than any dis- 
ease; 26 per cent of children 1-4 years, 
37 per cent, ages 5-14, and 42 per cent 
of young people, 15-19, are killed by 
accidents. 
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URGES BIBLE STUDY IN SCHOOL 


(EP) A resolution urging every pub- 
lic school in the State “to give the Bi- 
ble a prominent place in its library 
and a proper place in its course of 
study, especially in history and litera- 
ture,” was 5 gp eae by the Iowa 
House and sent to the Senate. The 
resolution called attention to a section 
of the Iowa code of 1950 which states 
that “the Bible shall not be excluded 
from any public school or institution 
in the State.” At the same time, the 
resolution noted the code provides that 
no child shall be required to read the 
Bible “contrary to the wishes of his 
parents or guardian.” 


QUAKERS ASK END OF CAPITAL 
PUNISHMENT 


PHILADELPHIA (EP) A statement 
adopted by the ~~ Yearly 
Meeting of Arch and ce Street 
Friends at their 27th annual united 
session deplored capital a 
and prison conditions day. The 
statement declared: 

“We believe there is no crime for 
which the death penalty should be 
imposed, and that it is as much for- 
bidden for organized society to deprive 
a human being of life, as it is for the 
individual. Life is sacred, and it is our 
duty to find other means than intimi- 
dation, cruelty, retribution or revenge 
in coping with crime. Those favoring 
capital punishment cannot point to 
any decrease in civil crime under the 
death penalty throughout the centur- 


ies of its use in Great Britain and the 
United States. It has been abolished 
in six states (Michigan, Minnesota, 
North Dakota, Wisconsin, Rhode Is- 
land, and Maine), Europe, Central 
and South America, and there is no 
evidence of increase in such offenses 
as the result.” 

The statement added that “the 
whole system of criminal justice must 
be changed so that revenge and de- 
struction no longer will be the goal.” 


A 10-million-dollar memorial to the 
late Mahatma Gandhi, Indian spiri- 
tual leader, is to be erected in Wash- 
ington. The Government has turned 
over six acres of land near Barnard 
Hills Park, one of the highest hills in 
the District of Columbia, as a site for 
the memorial. It will house the writ- 
ings of Gandhi, a library, and an aud- 
itorium. 

“In the United States few church- 
goers read the Bible, but in Japan it 
is read widely even by non-church- 
goers,” says Rev. Miyakoda, General 
Secretary of the Japan Bible Society. 
The Bible still heads the list of best 
sellers in Japan, with more than 12 
million copies sold since 1948.
